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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claims 1 ,6,1 1 ,16, and 21 requiring that the drying gas be different from the inert gas 
requires new search and consideration. Additionally, note that the type of gas supplied does not structurally overcome the prior art of 
record as the claims are held to an apparatus which derives its patentable weight from structural differences not those of process or an 
intended use.
